t Use of Rape. 

Edwin Spicer, a \/isconsin corre- 
spondent of the Farmers’ Review, 
asks the uses of rape. In answer we 
‘would say: Rape may be sown at any 
time from April to August. Its most 
important use is as a pasture for 
sheep. It can be fed to sheep ‘f near- 
ly all ages to advantage. Generally 
the rape can be fed within two months 
of the time of seeding. lambs should 
not be turned’ into a-rape field till 
they have had. about two hours’ graz- 
jing on other pasture. For cattle its 
best use is for fall feeding, and then 
as a soiling crop. It is fed to some 
extent to dairy cows. It is a good 
feed for swine, adding stcculence to 
the grain feed.
